the general arrangement of the ill- 
fated Iroquolfl Theater, 
In Chicago, 


nnd Is by Benjamin II. Marshall, the 
architect who designed tho thwter 
building. It will be seen thut audiences 


in the Iroquols ha dall exits cither to the left or right, allowing freer move- 
ment In cfiso of a panic. The architect declares that ordinarily the theater 
could lie cleared of Its Inmates within fivo minutes without any rush or hurry. 
The exits to the flro escapes lend from the north side of the theater into tho 
alloy, called Couch court. 
There are fourteen of these exits. 
The largest 


number of dead in one place was, odd as it may seem, in the southeastern 
corner of the first balcony, directly in front of tho broad doorway from 
which thfi marblo stairway leads down Into OIR foyer. 
Heaped up In front 


of tills doorway—tho one place In the theater which would be picked out as 
a perfect point for the easy withdrawal of a large audience—were probably 
200 dead. Tho trouble hero lay first In the darkness, and second in the fact 
(hat Phreo little stops downward lead from the balcony to tho broad landing. 
Few recalled these stops. 
TliQ result was that, while many stumbled and 


recovered, tho later ones to leave pitched forward on their faces. The pres- 
sure of tho frantic crowd behind obstructed the passageway.

strength and to promote the tempor- 
al 
and self control which tend to 


longer life. 
Much js due to medical 


discoveries and to a better knowledge 
of sanitary conditions. 
Although tho 


germ theory of disease lias boon acted 
upon scarcely more t h a n twenty years, 
the results are Itoyond 
calculation, 


both in saving life and warding off. 
sickness. 


I'erhnps tho best showing in the di- 


rection of health Is tho great decrease 
in Infant mortality. It has boon the 
disgrace- of civilization thnt the nu-m- 
1 er of deaths of children under 
6 


yi.-ars of ng-o was out of all propor- 
tion to the progress of tho race. Last 
.\oar this proportion was greatly re- 
duced in Chicago, New York and Lon- 
y»1n, not to mention cities of lesser 
slzo, and It Is one of the most hope- 
ful signs of the timos. 


Aside from any human and humane 


ppntiroents, the enormous waste to a 
country where years are spent In rear- 
Ing and caring for children only to 
hnvo 
them 
die before making the 


slightest economic return is incalcu- 
lable. 


Anything, then, which tends to in- 


crease health nnd longevity is of vo-st- 
iy moro importance thnn a largo birth 
i'e-.t» merely.

Painting on C/obwens. 


Through the New York postoftlco, the 


other day, came a package of some 
size, which, on being opened, by the 
customs officers in the presence of the 
person addressed, -was fo\md to con- 
tain a picture set in a frame and 
painted on a spider's web. 
It camo 


from Norway, where, »s was ascer- 
tained, this peculiar art of making pic- 
tures on cobwebs is understood by a 
few Individuals who enjoy a monopoly 
of it. Tho webs employed, which are 
of a remarkably dense weave, occur 
only in a few localities difficult of ac- 
cess, nnd tho supply of them is very 
limited. 


Presumably the arachnid that spins 


them i* a species of ground spider. 
There are plenty of ground spiders in 
this country, of course, and on any 
dewy morning early ono may observe 
their webs spread hero and there like 
t i n y blankets on the grass. 
These 


webs are of different construction from 
ordinary "aerial" cobwebs, and don.se- 
ly woven, but one would not like to 
try to paint pictures on them. 


Spider silk is the finest and most 


b o u n t i f u l In the world, ami exijuisitu 
fabrics ha\ e been spun from it. There 
was a handkerchief made of it a whilo 
ago in the museum of the I icparlinent 
of A g r i c u l t u r e at Washington, but it

fore would prefer that it should not be 
transferred for the present. 


"A second reason is tne necessity of 


accomplishing certain legal formalities 
with the 
Panama 
Canal company, 


which the attorney general 
of the

rather than a little bu»h, and it lives 
and produces for several years.

"The Phenomenal berry is a cross 


between thn improved California dew- 
berry and the Cuthburt raspberry, 
tn habit of growth it ia like tho dew- 
berry, being a trailer, instead of hav- 
ing canos standing upright. 
In size 


tho fruit surpasses all other berries 
growing nn canes, and iu color and 
flavor it moro nearly resembles the 
rasberry and has a conical shape. Its 
beautiful appearance, tine flavor and 
good shipping qualities commend it 
to all. In fact, it is specially desira- 
ble for a distant market, as it will 
keep well in a shipment requiring 
from thirty-six to forty-eight hours. 
Its prolific bearing is another desira- 
ble and profitable feature. One of my 
acquaintances made nearly 8300 from 
less than a quarter of an acre, includ- 
ing sales of berries and plants,. An- 
other ono claims that ho gathered 
twelve crates from sixteen hills. This 
shows what a few hills in one's garden 
or back yard will do fora family after 
the roots are two or three years old. 
Tho boat time to sot the plants is iu 
the spring after tho soil ia somewhat 
warmed. 
Then thoy take root roadily 


and grow rapidly if given water anil a 
little cultivation around tho hills. \Ve 
do not t h i n k they need any more 
water than tho raspberry. 
In fact, 


they will got along with loss water 
than one would 
think- they could.

Karly in tho spring ho planted thorn

trench and put up a trellis seventeen 
foot, in height to sup.-.ort tho vines. 
The seeds sprouted quickly and the 
plants began to grow with a vengeance. 
They climbed to tho top of the poles 
and then turned around and began to 
grow backward. They are now twenty- 
live feet in length and aro still grow- 
ing. Tho row is thirty foot long, con- 
taining fifty vinos, and it has been 
estimated that tho crop amounts to 
ten thousand yards of beans. Tho 
beans grow in clusters and can be 
easily and 
quickly 
gathered. The 


fragrant lavender blossoms resemble 
those of the sweet pea. |Tb.ey are pe- 
culiar in their habits, living but for a 
day, opening with the sun and drop- 
ping their petals when the sun goes 
down. The leaves aro long and wide 
and grow in clusters of three. 
The 


vines are very clean and attractive 
and would be decidedly ornamental 
in any summer garden for either fence 
or trellis covering. The beans aro best 
for eating when about twenty inches 
long. 
In flavor they excel that of tho 


ordinary string beau.
